W. D. Styer, district engineer, had 
reported favorably on the Beaver- 
Mahoning rivers route, one of four 
proposed for the waterway. 
Major Styer’s report, submitted 
weeks ago, is expected to be passed 
! upon sometime within the next ten 
days at a meeting of the United 
States board of engineers for rivers 
and harbors in Washington. 
I 
Should the project, estimated to 
co6t $112,000,000, be approved, it 
would be recommended for consid­ 
eration by the National Planning 
board and be in line for considera­ 
tion as an internal improvement to 
be financed by PWA funds. 
The Beaver-M ahoning r o u t e 
would extend from the Ohio river 
at Beaver, Pa., to Lake Erie near 
Conneaut, O. It would benefit such 
steel centers as New Castle, Pa., 
Youngstown and Warren, O., pro­ 
viding a waterway for the transpor­ 
tation of ore needed in the manu­ 
facturing process and of finished 
products in the district. 
Because it is seldom that the gov­ 
ernment engineering board over­ 
rides the report and recommenda­ 
tions of a district engineer, much 
hope was pinned on the revelation 
that Styer had approved one of the 
four suggested routes.

third class cities of Pennsylvania, in an action of the past few 
days. 


Other third class city councils, including New Castle would 


<:io well to follow up this move by taking similar action. 


The Third Class City convention in August should give 


emphatic approval to this proposition, and the league should 
bring all the emphasis possible upon the next session of the 
legislature to have enacted a law that will provide for perman- 
ent registration in the cities concerned. 


With the tax receipt abolished as a necessity for registra- 


iion, there is no logic that would hinder permanent registration 
of voters for New Castle and other third class cities. 
Perman- 


ent registration has already become applicable to Pittsburgh and 
Scranton, the state's two second class cities, as a result of re- 
:cnt legislation, which at the time it was pending was believed 
o affect the third class cities as well. 


There is no good reason why a person who has lived in 


'. community for years, is well known to the registrars and al- 
most everyone in his precinct, should have to submit to making a 
trip to the polling place every year and answer a lot of ques- 
:ior.s as to his name, address, length of residence, color, age, 
eight, weight, etc.

third class cities of Pennsylvania, in an action of the past few 
days. 


Other third class city councils, including New Castle would 


do well to.follow up this move by taking similar action. 


The Third Class City convention in August should give 


emphatic approval to this proposition, and the league should 
bring all the emphasis possible upon the next session of the 
legislature to have enacted a law that will provide for perman- 
ent registration in the cities concerned. 


With the tax receipt abolished as a'necessity for registra- 


tion, there is no logic that would hinder permanent registration 
of voters for New. Castle and other third class cities. 
Perman- 


ent registration has already become applicable to Pittsburgh and 
Scranton, the state's two second class cities, as a result of re- 
:ent.legislation, which at the time it was pending was believed 
o affect the third class cities as well. 


There is no good reason why a person who has lived in 


•. community for years, is well known to.the registrars and al- 
most everyone" in his precinct, should have to submit to making a 
trip to the polling place every year and answer a lot of ques- 
.ions as to his name, address, length of residence, color, age, 
eight, weight, etc. 


Those who see in the appalling lack of interest at the polls 


iie deterioration of our democratic :form of government might 
ook to annual registration as the answer. 
From one-half to 


rwo-thirds of our citizens register. How many of those who are 
ineligible to vote lost their right because of the necessity which 
egistration each year imposes?

Agriculture's worst enemy, the insect, has recruited billions of new 


embers to his vast legions this summer and vanquished man on most 
very front. Man's best trained forces have been driven back. 


Nature has been on the side of the insect pestilence for two years, 


and nature is still supreme. Two dry hot years gave .the insect armies' 
their chance. They multiplied faster than the best devices of man could 
csterminate them and this 'summer they have swept down upon crops, 
gardens and shrubs in seldom equalled hordes. 


Federal agriculturists consider this the most prolific bug year in 


decade. Not only are the more harmless insect nuisances unusually prev 
aient but the insect despoilers of vegetation are present in larger num 
bers. 


Nature is the ally whose support determines the winner in this 


eternal battle. Should she next -intercede for man by sending cold win 
ters and wet summers the invasion of bugs will recede again to await 
more propitious time. 


No doubt even this buggiest year finds fewer insect parasites than 


there would be if man had never made war against his insect neighbors 
but the experience of the last two years has shown the near hopeless 
ness of the fight.

HARRELL city council has emphasized the desire of the mem*

hers that perm anent registration of voters be provided for 
third class cities of Pennsylvania, in an action of the past few 
days. 


O ther third class city councils, including New Castle would 
do well to follow up this move by taking similar action. 


The Third Class City convention in August should give 
emphatic approval to this proposition, and the league should 
bring all the emphasis possible upon the next session of the 
legislature to have enacted a law that will provide for perm an­ 
ent registration in the cities concerned. 


With the tax receipt abolished as a necessity for registra­ 
tion, there is no logic that would hinder permanent registration 
of voters for New Castle and other third class cities. 
Perm an­ 
ent registration has already become applicable to Pittsburgh and 
Scranton, the state’s two second class cities, as a result of re- 
:cnt legislation, which at the time it was pending was believed 
•.» affect the third class cities as well. 
There is no good reason why a person who has lived in 
■ community for years, is well known to the registrars and al­ 
most everyone in his precinct, should have to submit to making a 
trip to the polling place every year and answer a lot of ques- 
ions as to his name, address, length of residence, color, age, 
eight, weight, etc. 
Those who see in the appalling lack of interest at the polls

Deal became the central issue of the 
fall elections today after Henry P. 
Fletcher, Republican National chair- 
man, promised to use all the re- 
sources of his party, to draft a Re- 
publican substitute for the admin- 
istration's recovery program. 


Fletcher announced he would ap- 


point committees "of the most com- 
petent men we can find to make a 
study of current economic questions 
so that their reports may furnish 
the basis of a constructive and for- 
ward looking 
Republican legisla- 


tive program." 
In a 'week end speech, Fletcher 


outlined the general bounds of this 
Republican substitute. Among oth- 
er things, he declared for: 


1. Restoration of monetary con- 
trol to congress. 


2. Repeal of many arbitrary pow- 


ers given the president. 
3. Repeal of the N. R. A. with all 
its codes or at least, a fight against 
extending its reign beyond next 
June. 


4. Repeal of the A. A. A. with its 


control of farm production. 
5. A taxing program to pay the 


cost of the recovery program. 


6. Federal relief for people in ac- 
tual want. 
"Our most immediate duty" said 
Fletcher, "is to gain as many seats 
ii. the house and senate as we can. 
I am confident that we can so in- 
crease our representation 
in con- 


gress as to bring fresh encourage-. 


j ment to all who believe in American 
I constitutional government, and look 
with dismay at a process which is 


j steadily undermining American in- 
stitutions. 


"So strenf&hened, we will present 


to the country a program looking to 
a return of the government to the 
people, to restoring to the nation 
its confidence in Amercan institu- 
tions, and to fortifying their faith 
in their own ability to work out 
their destiny without surrender of 
their liberties and without substi- 
tuting for the American form of 
government a system of state social- 
ism and bureaucratic control. We 
will battle for the first principles of 
Republican government." 
Fletcher charged the last congress 


passed many laws "which the con- 
gressman themselves confessed they 
had not' read or understood—and 
which many of them cannot now ex- 
plain." He suggested' the proposed 
medal for members of the 73rd con- 
gress should be made in the form of 
a "rubber stamp, lying down."

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Fletcher Tells 
Aims Of G. 0. P. 


Republicans To Unite In At­ 
tack On Many Of New- 
Deal Features 


OUTLINES PLAN 
FOR CAMPAIGN

WASHINGTON, July 9—The New 
Deal became the central issue of the 
fall elections today after Henry P. 
Fletcher, Republican National chair­ 
man, promised to use all the re­ 
sources of his party to draft a R e­ 
publican substitute for the adm in­ 
istration’s recovery program. 
Fletcher announced he would ap ­ 
point committees "of the most com­ 
petent men we can find to make a 
study of current economic questions 
so th at their reports may furnish 
the basis of a constructive and for­ 
ward looking 
Republican legisla­ 
tive program .” 
In a week end speech, Fletcher 
outlined the general bounds of this 
Republican substitute. Among o th ­ 
er things, he declared for: 
1. Restoration of m onetary con­ 
trol to congress. 
2. Repeal of m any arbitrary pow­ 
ers given the president. 
3. Repeal of the N. R. A. with all 
its codes or a t least, a fight against 
extending its reign beyond next 
June. 
4. Repeal of the A. A. A. with its 
control of farm production. 
5. A taxing program to pay the 
cost of the recovery program. 
6. Federal relief for people in ac­ 
tual want. 
"O ur most immediate duty” said 
Fletcher, "is to gain as m any seats 
h. the house and senate as we can. 
I am confident th a t we can so in ­ 
crease our representation 
in 
con­ 
gress as to bring fresh encourage- 


m ent to ail who believe in American 
constitutional government, and look 
with dismay at a process which is 
steadily underm ining American in ­ 
stitutions. 
"So strengthened, we will present 
to the country a program looking to 
a return of the governm ent to the 
people, to restoring to the nation 
its confidence in Amercan institu­ 
tions, and to fortifying their faith 
in their own ability to work out 
their destiny w ithout surrender of 
their liberties and without substi­ 
tuting for the American form of 
governm ent a system of state social­ 
ism and bureaucratic control. We 
will battle for the first principles of 
Republican governm ent.” 
Fletcher charged the last congress 
passed m any laws "which the con­ 
gressman themselves confessed they 
had not read or understood—and 
which m any of them cannot now ex­ 
plain.” He suggested the proposed 
medal for members of the 73rd con­ 
gress should be made in the form of 
a "rubber stam p, lying dowrn.”

The first effect of the drive to 
make clean movies, according to 
those close to the industry, will be 
a revival of adventure and open air 
stories, along with thrilling histori­ 
cal subjects. 
S u p e r - sophisticated ' drawing 
room” dramas will languish, it was 
predicted. 
“Westerns”, now almost 
in discard, may come back. 
The production lists of such stu­ 
dios as Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer, Par­ 
amount, Warner Brothers, Fox. Col­ 
umbia, Universal, R. K. O., United 
Artists and Twentieth Century, re­ 
veal a strong trend towards clean, 
“action” movies, with “sexey” films 
relegated to the background.

NEW YORK, July 9.—Joseph W. 


Harriman, ex-banker, who, in the 
aeyday of his financial power rode 
in a private car, left for prison to- 
day in a smoky, crowded coach to 
begin serving 
a 
four-and-a-half- 


year term in the Federal Northwest- 
ern Penitentiary at Lewisburg, Pa. 


The former president of the'Har- 


riman National Bank and Trust 
Company, who made two attempts 
at suicide while awaiting trial, was 
in a fairly cheerful and resigned 
mood. A woman reporter 'asked: 
"How do you feel, Mr. Harriman?'' 
he politely answered: 


"I feel fine, thank you." 
He turned to another reporter who 


has asked for comment and said: 


"I have nothing to say, God bless 
you." 


Harriman was convicted June 19 


of making fourteen 
false 
entries 


totaling $1,713,000 in depositors' ac- 
counts and of missappropriating as- 
sets of the bank in connection with 
loans of $300,000 each. He was sen- 
tenced June 29. An appeal failed and 
he was given until July 9 to close his 
affairs. 


Since being sentenced to prison, 


the financier has been confined at 
doctors hospital and it was from 
this institution that he started on 
hi# long journey. 


More than an hour before train 


tune United States Marshall Ray- 
mond J. Mulligan and two deputies 
came to the hospital. So did George 
S. Leisure, attorney for Harriman. 


Mrs. Harriman 'the banker's faith- 


ful wife, who has been at his side 
throughout his 'troubles, was with 
him alone for an hour in a room on 
the teneth floor of the hospital just 
before he left. Their parting was 
touching, the banker's wife striving 
to conceal her feelings. 


As Harriman. left 
the 
building 


with his guards a crowd of about 1C 
persons stood outside and gaped a 
the ex-millionaire. He got into 
government automobile 
and 
was 


driven to the Liberty street ferry. H 
was ferried across the river to th 
railroad terminal and placed aboar 
a train headed for the prison. 


Harriman was neatly attired in 


black 
and-white check suit, blu 


and white polka dot tie and brown 
hat. 


The former millionaire banker wil 


be eligible for parole after one anc 
a half years.

Robuck, Ellwood City correspond 
ent of The News was involved M an 
automobile accident on the New 
Castle-Ellwood road. He was pass- 
ing a car ahead of him when an- 
other car operated by Clarence -Min- 
teer, suddenly drove out of a side 
road and struck the rear fender ol 
the Robuck car. This caused the 
Robuck car to strike the left front 
wheel of the Forney ..car. The For- 
ney car. swerved and overturned 
fatally injuring Marybell Forney 
aged 7. 


Mr. Forney, the father, sued The 


News on the theory that a com- 
pany is responsible for the act of 
an employee. The News company 
denied responsibility and at the 
trial showed that Robuck's. activi- 
ties were not under the. control of 
;he company. He was simply em- 
ployed to furnish the news from 
Ellwood City. The News company 
ias no control over the means or 
methods, did not provide Robuck 
with an automobile. 


In refusing to take off the non- 


suit the court holds that the evi- 
dence submitted showed that Ro- 
buck's status with The News com- 
pany, was that of an independent 
contractor. 
He was .employed to 


do a certain thing, but there was no 
evidence to show that The News 
company exercised any .control over 
the means or methods. The court 
cited a number of supreme court 
opinions involving principles simi- 
lar to those in The News .case.

NEW YORK, June 9—The stock 
market displayed a stronger tone to­ 
day after early irregularity, aided 
by a better trend in the news.
